On bold aſſertion I wiſh not to reſt. The 
| facts, which warrant my remarks, are well 
known to all. The whole ſyſtem of French 
politics is a ſyſtem of groſs deception. Some 
of the firſt movers of the revolution, it is ac- 
knowledged, were actuated by humane and . 
benevolent motives. They embarked in a good 
cauſe — a cauſe in which our feelings were 
warmly engaged. The nation at large, per- 
| haps not ſufficiently enlightened for a free and 
rational government, | ſoon loſt fight of the true 


_ of purſuit. The friends to true liberty, 


order, and humanity were driven from 
| this poſts; and men of a totally oppoſite cha- 
racter uſurped the government. From that 
period, health and fraternity have been written 
on all their declarations; but deception has been 
ſtamped on all their conduct. The ſame baſe 
motives have given riſe to every counter-revo- 
lution; and the fame vile ſyſtem has been uni- 
formly purſued by every ſucceſſion of rulers. 
Ambition and avarice conſtitute their ruling . 
ion. To ſubjugate their enemies, and to 
plunder the world; is obviouſly their real object. 
To accompliſh this object they ſacrifice all 
theſe moral and religious principles, which are 
the very ſoul of civilized ſociety, and the only 
ground of ſocial happineſs. They renounce 
the laws and even the exiſtence of God, and 
rb no rule of right but power. 


IN all pw declarations, manifeſtoes, and 
conftittional codes, they have — 5 1 .

teſtetl that thy renounced all cohqueſts ; that 
their only triumphs ſhould be thoſe of philoſo- 


phy ; that, inſtead of opprethon, they would 
eſtabliſn liberty and equality ; in the place of 


a perſecuting ſuperſtition, univerſal tolerance; 


of individual will, general law ; of literary ſorvi- 


lity,. unqualified liberty: of opinion of igno 


rance, the inftitution' of a national education 
which ſhould redeem the human race from 

error, and advance the i improvement of their 
intellectual powers and 1 ſentiments. 


In no one inſtance have theſe promiſes been 


performed ; but, in every particular, totally | 
the reverſe has Ae place. Inſtead of re- 
nouncing all conqueſt, they have conquered 


Belgium, Holland, Italy, and Switzerland. 
Theſe conqueſts they have gained incompar- 
ably more by intrigue and duplicity than by 


force of arms. Solemn profeſſions of friend- 
ſhip, and a deſire of peace, have been made a 


ſhield to cover the dark e bt Plunder.
